LIBRARIAN’S REPORT — 1981 

The library is more than statistics. There are people represented by the 
statistics, all ages and interests. We try to be responsive to all of you. 
January 1, 1982, I started my ninth year as your Librarian, my viewpoint 
and interests have been broadened by you and I hope the Library has 
helped to broaden you. 1am privileged to know more of you and about you. 
I have particularly enjoyed getting to know our younger people. With our 
three children, grown-up and away from home, I would not have been ina 
position to know them in my usual way of life. We have some very young 
booklovers, for whom I am trying to find more hard-board books. It is fun 
watching them progress from picture books to easy readers to the older 
juvenile books and this year I have been working on a Young Adults 
section, taking books from both the Adult and Juvenile section as well as 
purchasing books of interest inthis area. The young people of this town are 
the best product we turn out. We educate them well and provide a fine 
Library for their use in education as well as recreational reading. It isa 
great feeling to be able to know them and aid them as they grow into 
worthwhile adults. 

The statistics this year are satisfactory. We maintained the increase of 
3734 in 1980 and have a slight increase for 1981 of 202 in circulation. We 
purchased 815 hard-cover books and 481 paperbacks in 1981. We all know 
that costs are rising for books, supplies, plant maintenance, etc. We have it 
at home and in all areas of our life. The insulation was installed last April 
and I could feel a significant difference in comfort, immediately. It has 
been most comfortable this winter and hope the looked for savings will be 
as good. 

We invite all of you to visit us and enjoy the benefits of the library. We 
carry over 50 magazines for circulation and you know the costs of 
magazines. TOPS #NH 76, Monroe meets at the Library on Thursday 
nights. Anyone with a weight problem is welcome. Our hours are Tuesday 
and Saturday, 1:30 p.m. to 8 p.m. and we'll be happy to meet you. 

Alice Scott was a library trustee for 1’ years and when she moved this 
summer, we welcomed Helen Clement as a Trustee in her place.

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Report of the Monroe Clinic 
Committee 

During 1981 the Monroe Clinic under the direction of Drs. Glowa and 
Kollisch expanded its program and its service to Monroe and nearby 
towns. Currently it serves 182 families in Monroe and 121 in the McIndoes 
and Barnet communities, with from one to five members per household. 

Both doctors are assistant clinical professors of Community-Family 
Medicine at Dartmouth Medical School, also they are members of the 
Primary Care Co-op. Project of Dartmouth which has an affiliate network 
of some forty Vt.-N.H.-Me. practices. This includes primary care research 
and cooperative effort to improve office management and record keeping. 
Dr. Glowa and Dr. Kollisch are active in the area school health programs 
and in the Ammonoosuc Family Planning Program. 

Several medical and pre-nursing students have done on-going observa- 
tion at the clinic during the year and this will be continued. Since Sep- 
tember, 1981, the clinic has the monthly services of Jan Salzman, a nu- 
tritionist. Sandy Adams works in the office one day on alternate weeks. 
Nurse Gail Wormer and secretary Lyn Bandy provide valued assistance, 
the former as aid to the doctors and the latter in the office. Carol Bunnell 
is currently the nurse in the Clinic on Monday and Tuesdays. 

Dr. Richard Sanders continues his work in psychological counseling in 
his office at the clinic building. 

Items purchased during the year include a large office nurse work table, 
two wooden typing tables, an autoclave and a quantity of lab equipment. 
To reduce heating costs, six inches of insulation were added over the 
ceiling and insulation was blown in the office walls to minimize noise flow. 

The members of the committee feel that the Clinic is in excellent posi- 
tion to continue providing first-rate medical care for residents of the area. 
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Report of Monroe Fire Department 

The past year has again kept the Monroe Fire Department very active; 
not only with fires (31 Total—the Monroe Country Store being the only 
major structure fire in Town), but with the vote of the Town to purchase a 
new fire truck a lot of time and effort went into drawing up specifications 
and soliciting bids for the truck. A total of 9 bids were received and the bid 
was awarded to Middlesex Fire Equipment Co. of Montpelier, Vt. 

Several members of the department have started to complete an 105 
hour course to become certified by the State of N.H. as a volunteer 
firefighter. 

We have included in our budget this year a sum of $5,000.00 to initiate a 
program for improving the fire pond situation in North Monroe. It is the 
hope of the Fire Department that this money will be appropriated and 
then each year a sum can be raised to maintain these ponds.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

I herewith submit my seventeenth annual report to the voters of the 
Monroe School District: 

Education’s critics are loud and persistent without any indication that 
their loud carping still abate in the future. In some cases they do have a 
basis for criticism; but, overall education generally, and more specifically 
in the North Country is lean and hard and functioning very well. 

Last year’s report dealt with the upcoming problems that were manifest- 
ing themselves at the local, state and national level. We did try, and were 
successful, to trim our staffs, supplies, equipment and other areas to meet 
the oncoming slashes from Concord and Washington. 

At this writing some of the proposals listed for the special session in 
Concord include: 

1. Reduction of the Business Profits Tax by 7%. 

2. Reduction in the Sweepstakes by $3,000,000.00. 

3. Reduction in the Foundation Aid Program. 

4. Elimination of Incentive Aid to reorganized districts. 

). Elimination of aid to the handicapped. 

From Washington we receive confusing signals, one from the executive 
and the other from the legislative, with reference to ‘“‘bloe grants” and 
budget cuts. But, from what we have gleaned from our advisors, the follow- 
ing phenomena may take place (or may be delayed for a year since this is 
an election year for the House of Representatives): 

1. Further reduction in nutrition aid with possible elimination of the 
program. 

2. Reduction in compensatory education by 40%. 

3. Reduction in vocational aid and elimination by 1984. 

Locally we are caught in a crossfire between the cuts and legislative 
mandates. We must comply with laws and regulations passed by state and 
national politicians; at the same time we ‘‘must make do” with fewer 
dollars and comply with more regulations. 

In several districts we have tried to make budgetary accommodations to 
fit the problems we are facing. It was a difficult task because the unions 
are fighting staff reductions and are attempting to politicize the issue by 
involving parents in the process to keep programs as they are even though 
we have declining enrollments and little or no financial encouragement 
from Concord or Washington. The entire electorate must be involved in 
order that we appropriate funds wisely and not necessarily for any one 
special interest group. 

During the course of the past year there have been innumerable ques- 
tions concerning the cost of special education. Another naive question is 
“When are we going to see the end of handicapped children in our dis- 
tricts?”’ The answer to this question is ‘““Never” and the answer serves to 
underscore the continuing liability of each special education program. To 
fully discuss the special education process would be too lengthy but suf- 
fice itto say that when a child has been recommended to the Pupil Place- 
ment Team for evaluation, which is a very lengthy and costly process, and 
later a recommendation comes to our school board for special in-district 
or out-of-district programming, there is very little that can be said or done 
to try and change recommendations from your professional staff. There 
are many evaluations and only those requiring additional are recom- 
mended with the cost being borne by the local districts. By districts merg- 
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ing into a special education consortium, we have been able to serve our 
multi-handicapped at a fraction of what it would have cost us out-of- 
district. 

The Monroe School Budget has some interesting aspects which should 
be mentioned in this report. Out-of-district tuition has dropped approxi- 
mately $30,000.00; not because tuition charges have decreased but be- 
cause of declining tuition enrollments. School Administrative Unit #23 
management services has decreased $4,180.00 and the reason for this drop 
has been that Monroe’s Equalized Valuation has been halved. 

This coming year the purchase of a mini-computer, plus supplies, is the 
reason why our additional equipment area indicates an increase of 
$5,943.00. This is a very important and necessary instructional tool for our 
students since it will be the basis for forthcoming computer literacy. 

Our transportation contract for the next three years appears to be high, 
but when one considers the exorbitant costs of new vehicles alone this 
price is reasonable. In addition, it should be noted that we also have 
received excellent service from our bus operators with few problems 
compared with other areas. 

This writer would like to pay tribute to Mr. Richard Fagnant who is 
retiring from the board this year. His tireless efforts on the part of all 
facets of the educational program is appreciated by all of us. 

May I take this opportunity to express my appreciation and thanks tothe 
Monroe School Board members, faculty and voters of the district for their 
support and cooperation during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS © 

I herewith submit my twelfth annual report to the voters of the Monroe 
School District: 

On August 26th and 27th the official school began with our annual 
teacher workshop held at Woodsville High School. The first session dealt 
with Career Education, a subject that will be mentioned again later in this 
report. During the afternoon session the staff was treated to an excellent 
presentation which dealt with leadership and conflict resolutions. Fea- 
tured were the everyday interactions between student and teacher and 
parent and teacher and administrator. Emphasis was placed on how to 
play a leadership role and still keep from establishing adversary relation- 
ships. The presentor was Mr. Douglas Klete an adjunct member of the 
faculty at the University of Vermont. Mr. Klete has since made this same 
presentation to our local parent groups. 

The many functions of computers; clerical, administrative and instruc- 
tional, was the subject of our final session on August 27th. Mr. Daniel 
Heisey, President of Allied Systems Incorporated and Mr. Lewis Stone, his 
operations manager, made the presentation of a subject of growing impor- 
tance in education. 

Many thanks to our local P.T.A. groups who served an excellent buffet 
style lunch in the cafeteria. I hope that it will become a regular feature of 
our annual workshop. 

Our students will be spending a greater part of the balance of their lives 
earning a living. That’s why we believe that children should learn about 
the world of work and their relationship to it. We felt that career orienta- 
tion should start early in a child’s education and continue until he 
graduates. Weare presently inthe second and final year of a project which 
seeks to establish this concept into all of the areas of the curriculum. The 
name of the project is Adventures In The World Of Work. By the close of 
school last June we were able to establish a Career Education Materials 
Center in the Lin-Wood School District housing resources and instruc- 
tional career materials for dissemination to all districts in S.A.U. #23. 
Thus far these materials have been used extensively and very well re- 
ceived. Also contained in the directory was a comprehensive listing of 
local people in the various career areas who were willing to come into the 
schools and speak to children and teachers about careers. Most of these 
people were also willing to have teachers bring students to visit their 
business sites on field trips. We are gratified with our response to date and 
will continue our efforts in this area. 
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The next major source that will influence the schools of S.A.U. #23 will 
undoubtedly be the advent of computer technology. Most micro computers 
and mini computers are now within the range of our school budgets. Their 
implication for and in public education can no longer be denied. Comput- 
ers can perform a number of functions for the schools. School budgets and 
accounts can be computerized. Routine administrative tasks such as 
school registers, attendance, scheduling and grade reporting can be com- 
puterized. More importantly the computers have a number of instruc- 
tional uses. A variety of programs can be purchased which will help 
children learn and practice essential skills, especially in mathematics. 
Life situations can be simulated wherein students are required to test 
their decision-making skills. By far the most important instructional ap- 
plication will be inthe area of computer programming. Children can begin 
to learn this skill as early as the 4th or 5th grades. If this skill is taught 
sequentially some of our high school graduates could attain job entry 
skills in this area. Certainly all of our students would have a better per- 
spective on a subject that is influencing our lives more and more. 

Federal funds for our Title I programs will be reduced about 50% for the 
- 1982-83 school year. As you know from previous reports, Title I provides 
special help in the area of reading for children in grades one through 
eight. We will undertake a careful prioritization of our needs in an effort to 
retain the most essential services and apply them tothe children who need 
them most. 

I wish to extend my thanks to the staff, the School Board and the voters of 
the Monroe School District for their support and cooperation.

Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of New Hampshire requires 
that school district annual reports show the total amount paid to the superin- 
tendent and assistant superintendent. 


One-half of the School Administrative Unit expense is prorated among 
the several school districts of the Unit on the basis of adjusted valuation. 
One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the 
schools for the previous school year ending June 30. The Superintendent 
of S.A.U. #23 during the 1981-1982 school year, will receive a salary of 
$32,500 prorated among the several school districts. The Assistant 
Superintendent will receive a salary of $27,328.00, prorated among the 
several school districts. Allowance for travel within the Unit for the 
Superintendent is $3,000.00 and for the Assistant Superintendent, 


$2,000.00 also prorated as stated above.
